foundation then the affeftton and bearts of 
Our Subjets, and their own conſents: VVe 
have not the leaſt doubt of your juſt (enſe of 
thoſe Our condeſcentions, or of your zeal, to 
advance and promate the ſave good end, by. 
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diſpoſmg- all mento meet Us with th ſame
